New Year's 
Fireworks of 
the Cosmos 



Be sure lo calch the cosmos's 
early celebration of the New Year — 
the Geminids meteor shower! The 
spectacular display of meteors will 
occur on the night ofMonday the 13th 
and the early mom i ng of Tuesday the 

14th. 

A meteor is the streak of light 
caused when a small piece of debris 
enters Earth's atmosphere and bums 
up due to friction and Ls commonly 
called a "shooting star." On any given 
night there are some five meteors per 



hour. During a meteor shower, Earth is 
passing through large amounts of debris 
that is typically left behind from a comet 
Therefore, a year later the particular me- 
teor shower will occur again - there are a 
dozen or so common meteor showers 
during the year. 

When observing a meteor shower, 
the meteors appear to be coming from the 
same point in the sky and this point iscalled 
the radiant. The constellation where the 
radiant islocated is how the meteor shower 
gets its name. Our meteor shower will 



appear to be coming from the con- 
stellation Gemini - hence the name 
Geminids. The constellation 
Gemini - ik the twins" - can be 
easily found by looking above 
Orion in the east for two bright 
stars that make up the heads of the 
twins - Castor and Pollux! 

So find a dark spot on the 
night of the 1 3th and start your 
holidays by looking upatabrilliant 
display - the Geminids meteor 
shower!

• The Coppertop is located 
downtown with a smooth / classy 
environment.

Both cover and original acts 
are accepted. Some of the different 
groups include Gary Edwards and 
The Bridge, Hale Bruni. Fools Rush, 
Adam Jason Weisburg, Jason 
Herndon, Dave Bowman, Sold Out 
and Marooned. 

• Hale's Tavern, located on 
the strip, features a restaurant, bar 
and live entertainment. This place 
appeals to all lifestyles and cultures. 
The food (based on New Orleans 
cooking) is great and there is always 
something going on. Different 
groups that have performed include 
Crowdpleasers, Suburban Love 
Junkies, 50 Ways, Hal Bruni, Gary 
Edwards, Jason Herndon and Fools 
Rush. 

• Pounders, located on the 
strip behind Phil's, is mainly a fra- 
ternity and sorority based hangout. 
It involves the "hippie" type society 
and is interlaced with cover bands 
popular with college society groups, 
"PHISH," "Widespread Panic" and 
"Pink Floyd" are some of the bands 
that are covered. The local cover 
bands that play are Freak Magnet. 



Sector Nine, Full Circle and Elijah 
Blue, who also plays original. 

• The Booth, which is also 
located on the strip, caters to ev- 
erybody and anybody. It is also a 
"hippie" type society that opens its 
doors to both cover and original 
groups. Some local bands that have 
played include Indiana Jones 
(cover). Freak Magnet (cover). 
Kings of the Killerfish (original), 
Hal Bruni and the High Rollers 
(cover/original) and Wayne Mills

• Rhythm & Brews, located 
downtown, is a new place willing 
to try new things. There is disco, 
dance and techno music intertwined 
between live band music. During 
happy hour, the bar caters to an 
older country-based crowd. But at 
night, it turns to a nightclub style 
scene.

• The Chukker, located 
downtown close to Tuscaloosa 
News, was established in 1958. 
They are the home of many origi- 
nal bands in this area. They are 
different from any other bar i n town, 
and there is no discrimination what- 
soever. They basically give any- 
thing and anyone a try. Different 
groups that have performed include 
Dust, Hair, Pain, Mindseye, Scarred 
for Life and Downloa. The Chuk- 
ker also features fashion shows, 
techno music shows, costume 
shows and poetry readings.
